Gentlemen, 

I  have  again  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you 
my  Annual  Eeport  of  the  Vital  Statistics  and  Sanitary 
condition  of  your  district  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1896. 


POPULATION. 

The  numbers  resulting  from  the  Census  of  1891  gave 
5002,  and  in  the  Census  previous,  viz.  1881,  4933.  On  the 
assumption  that  the  same  rate  of  increase  is  still  maintained, 
I  have  estimated  the  population  to  the  middle  of  the  year  to 
be  about  5050. 

AREA. — 2273  acres. 

INHABITED  HOUSES. 

1134.  This  number  being  the  same  as  that  of  the 
past  year. 

The  excess  of  Births  over  Deaths  for  the  year  1896  has 
been  44,  or  the  difference  in  the  number  of  Births  being 
1895  103,  and  in  1896  101.  Last  year,  the  increase  over  the 
previous  year  was  17. 
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BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  1896 
has  been  101,  of  whom  56  were  Males  and  45  Females,  as 
compared  with  103  in  1895,  viz.  48  Males  and  55  Females, 
being  a  decrease  of  2,  and  giving  a  birth-rate  of  20' 2  as 
against  20‘6  in  the  previous  year. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  year  has 
been  57,  as  compared  with  78  in  the  previous  year,  and  giving 
the  extremely  low  death-rate  of  11-2  per  1000,  as  against 
206  in  1895.  This  is  I  think  the  lowest  death-rate  for  a 
great  number  of  years,  as  on  reference  I  fail  to  find  any  in 
my  past  reports  within  a  good  many  of  the  present  one.  Of 
the  above  number,  one  was  a  case  of  drowning,  presumably 
suicide,  22  out  of  the  57  were  over  60  years  of  age,  and  13 
over  the  age  of  70  years.  11  deaths  occurred  in  children 
under  one  year  of  age,  so  that  the  deaths  under  one  year  and 
those  over  60  years  represent  more  than  one  half  the  total 
deaths  which  have  occurred. 

The  Respiratory  Death-rate  has  been  2-4  per  1000,  as 
compared  with  2-8  of  last  year. 

The  Zymotic  Death-rate  has  been  at  the  rate  of  *2  per 
1000,  as  compared  with  2*8  per  1000  last  year. 

Infectious  Diseases.  There  have  been  10  cases  notified, 
viz.  Scarlatinal,  Membranous  Croup  2,  Enteric  3,  Erysipelas 
4,  as  against  13  reported  in  the  year  1895.  Our  district  has 
always  compared  very  favourably  with  other  districts  of 
similar  size,  and  this  year  forms  no  exception. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

You  will  remember  that  last  year  was  marked  by  very 
few  cases  occurring,  whereas  in  the  year  1894  one  of  the 
Board  Schools  had  to  be  closed  in  consequence  of  the 
Epidemic,  and  although  such  means  have  not  been  resorted 
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to  this  year,  yet  we  cannot  claim  immunity  from  the  disease. 
Early  in  the  Spring  it  manifested  itself  and  continued  most 
of  the  year,  causing  many  children  to  absent  themselves 
from  School. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

4  cases  have  been  notified  this  year,  as  against  2  in  the 
previous  one. 

DIARRHCEA. 

A  few  cases  have  been  found,  but  no  death  has  been 
recorded. 


PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

No  case.  No  cases  last  year. 

SMALL  POX. 

I  have  pleasure  in  informing  you  that  we  have  passed 
another  year  without  any  cases  of  this  dread  disease,  nor  has 
any  suspicious  case  been  found  in  any  way  simulating 
Small  Pox,  as  you  will  remember  there  were  5  cases  in  the 
year  1895,  including  one  death. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Two  cases  have  been  notified,  one  occurring  in  Prospect 
Place,  Outlane,  and  the  other  extreme  end  of  the  district, 
viz.  Brookroyd  Terrace.  The  disease  was  evidently  stamped 
out  as  no  new  case  developed. 

CROUP. 

Two  deaths  have  occurred  from  Membranous  Croup, 
both  in  children,  in  each  case  the  house  was  stoved 
thoroughly. 

MEASLES. 

Again  as  last  year,  we  have  been  fairly  free  from  the 
complaint,  only  mild  cases  have  been  notified  and  no  death 
has  resulted. 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

Only  one  case  has  been  seen  in  onr  district  whereas  three 
were  notified  last  year.  The  year  1896  has  been  marked  in 
many  Urban  Districts  by  severe  Epidemics  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  many  deaths,  we  can  therefore  congratulate  ourselves  on 
the  solitary  case. 


INFLUENZA. 

A  few  cases  of  Influenza  have  occurred  mostly  mild  in 
character,  but  one  death  has  been  notified  therefrom.  I  mav 
say  that  I  consider  the  year  1896  was  less  marked  by 
Influenza  cases  than  any  since  1890. 

MUMPS. 

An  epidemic  of  this  disease  has  attacked  many  children, 
and  principally  in  the  Sowood  district.  Some  of  the  cases 
were  severe,  but  all  recovered  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to 
ascertain.

The  Infantile  Mortality  has  been  103  as  compared  with 
127  last  year. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

I  have  again  to  repeat  that  onr  Water  Supply  still 
continues  good,  very  few  complaints  having  reached  me,  and 
the  few  that  have  done  so  generally  occur  after  a  severe 
rainfall. 

The  Gas  Mains  have  now  been  extended  to  Jagger  Green 
and  part  of  Old  Lindley,  thereby  supplying  a  long-felt  want, 
the  Mains  are  also  being  laid  to  Wappy  Springs,  and  lamps 
will  be  erected  at  suitable  intervals. 


The  Drainage  Scheme  is  under  immediate  consideration, 
a  Government  Inquiry  has  already  been  made,  and  our  plans 
of  proposed  site  situate  at  Burr  Wood  are  now  in  possession 
of  the  Local  Government  Board.  On  the  whole  therefore,  I 
consider  that  the  year  has  been  a  good  one  from  both  health 
and  sanitary  aspects. 


I  must  again  thank  your  Surveyor,  Mr.  J.  H.  Walker, 
for  his  kind  co-operation  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
welfare  of  your  district.
